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Ovr readers will remember that in our 
issue of November 4th we strongly advo- 
cated Mr. Harter’s re-election to congress 
in the fourteenth Ohio district,urging all 
millers to vote and work for him, on ac- 
count of the bill he had introduced, per- 
taining to the question of a bill of lading, 
and because he had shown himself will- 
ing to advance the interests of the mill- 
ing industry in congress wherever it was 
possible for him to do so. We are happy 
to say that Mr. Harter was re-elected by 
a flattering majority and we congratu- 
late both him and his constituents on 
the result. We shall watch his efforts in 
behalf of a fairer bill of lading with 
great interest, and believe that only 
through legislative action can we suc- 
ceed in obtaining justice. 

¥% * *¥ 

WE HAVE not been sparing of our crit- 
icism of the McKinley bill. Our strong 
denunciation of this measure in 1890 
and our firm opposition to it ever 
since moved some of our readers to 
charge us with the heinous crime of Hav- 
ing Opinions of Our Own, even when the 
free expression thereof brought us dan- 
gerously near the forbidden ground of 
politics. To these critics we replied that 
questions of tariff were questions of com- 
merce, that they should be freely dis- 
cussed by commercial journals,irrespect- 
ive of party, and that wedid not propose 
to be gagged. We maintained that the 
McKinley bill was an insult to civiliza- 
tion and that its logical end was the com- 
plete destruction of our export trade, 
without which our tremendous milling 
interest could not exist. We care noth- 
ing for politics and have nothing to do 
with their discussion. The McKinley 
bill was not politics; it was business; and 





if the two great parties insisted on divid- 
ing on a question of business, we did not 
intend to abandon our ideas of what was 
to the best interest of the milling busi- 
ness on that account. Few commercial 
journals ‘took this stand, but, when the 
politicians invaded their rightful field, 
most of them fled, for fear of antagoniz- 
ing either their democratic or republican 
readers. It may be that our course in 
this regard was contrary to the wishes 
and ideas of some of our readers,but even 
these will now admit, in the face of the 
complete and overwhelming triumph of 
the anti-McKinley forces, that we stood 
nearer to the American people in our 
views than they, and that the late elec- 
tions have proven, once and for all, that 
this country has no sympathy with over- 
protection. The destruction of McKin- 
leyism is the greatest blessing to the 
milling business that has ever come to 
it. An American miller, of all men, 
has no reason to advocate high pro- 
tection. Depending, as he does, for 
his very existence, on the increase 
and development of international trade, 
he should be the last man to countenance 
laws which shut the United States from 
the outside world, as the effect of such 
legislation is to cripple and gradually 
destroy his foreign business. It is use- 
less for us to discuss tariff questions fur- 
ther. The election is over and the Amer- 
ican people have spoken. We can sure- 
ly be glad that their decision has been 
favorable to fair trade, without seeming 
to exult in the triumph of one party over 
another, for, really, we care very little 
which party wins, so long as the millers 
of the United States are helped to fulfill 
their great destiny, which is to become 
the providers of the world’s flour. 





Srvce a change in administrations is 
now certain, may we not hope that the 
incoming party may make some radical 
andlong-needed alterations in the bureau 
of statistics? The farmer, the grain 
handler and the miller have suffered 
long under the tyranny of Mr. Dodge. 
Efforts to obtain relief have heretofore 
been unavailing. We are aware that 
civil service rules protect Mr. Dodge and 
secure him against removal. We are 
not desirous of seeing him discharged 
from government employ. We would 
not willingly cut off his head, even 
though it has devised many 4 crop re- 
port which has cost this trade millions 
of dollars. But we would ask the pow- 
ers that be to remove him to some other 
branch of the service, where the exer- 
cise of his talents will not result in 
such frightful loss tothe country. Place 
him in some other position, and, as a 
balm to his wounded pride, double, treb- 
le or quadruple his salary. Money is no 
object when by one report he can cause 
the people of the country to lose $7,500,- 
000. Give us acrop report once a year, 
or appropriate sufficient money to secure 
a reliable monthly report, and place the 
compilation of itin the hands of some 
one who may be a poor guesser but is at 
least a conscientious, systematic and re- 
liable figurer of facts. 

% * * 

Our Ohio correspondent, Mr. Miles, in 
his letter published last week, spoke 
from a miller’s standpoint regarding mu- 
tual insurance, and his remarks were so 
pointed and pithy that we can not refrain 
from republishing and heartily endors- 
ing them here, as they expressed the 
sentiments of the vast majority of the 
millers of this country. ‘hey were as 
follows: “Weare not posing as connois- 
seurs of insurance, yet 1t would strike a 
man who had paid all his profits to in- 
surance companies on 3 and 4 per cent 
rates, and, on top of this extortion, had 
the companies fail, that perhaps it was 
not such a terrible thing to have insur- 
ance in acompany that only charged 2 
per cent and had a surplus that you felt 
would prevent it from jumping on you 
some dark, dismal night and asking you 
to pay up on that little note you gave it 
when it implored you so tearfully for it. 
Pernaps we do not know when we are 
well off, but if the officers of any millers’ 
associations with headless headquarters 
in Milwaukee, or elsewhere, can teli us 
where we can get any more insurance 
like that the millers of this state have in 
the Millers’ National of Chicago, we 
would like to get a large jag of it. We 
are not wearing mourning so loudly, so 
much on account of the large surplus of 
the Millers’ National Insurance Co., as 
we are on account of the lack of surplus 
of some companies which have asked us 
in nice language to be cheerful and glad 
and pay our 50 per cent assessment as a 
miller should. So, while some individu- 
als are pathetically appealing for proxies, 
to wipe out something that is the basis 
of a big saving to all millers, let us usea 
little common sense in the matter and 
continue this saving until those who 
would take it away can offer something 
better.”

Says the American Miller: “With all 
due respect to the gentlemen present at 
the recent ‘meeting’ of the executive 
committee of the Millers’ National Asso- 
ciation, their action smacks too much of 
the dark lantern: and jimmy method to 
commend itself to business men. Who 
were the men present who backed up Mr. 
Seamangs’ raid on the Millers’ National 
Insurance Co? It is not likely that mill- 
ers will act on the anonymous recom- 
mendations of the committee. Let us 
have the names of those present and vot- 
ing.” We venture to predict that it will 
be a long time before the officers of the 
national association authorize the publi- 
cation of the names of the members of the 
executive committee present at this meet 
ing. When two or three are gathered to- 
gether it is much more imposing to report 





a meeting of the executive committee 
than to state exactly the number present 
and give their names. The whole asso- 
ciation has been conducted on the dark 
lantern principle for the last year or so. 
The list of members, it will be noticed, 
has not been published for years, the 
reason being that such a disclosure would 
betray the tottering weakness of the or- 
ganization. We have repeatedly offered 
to publish a list of those who were mem- 
bers of the association’s tracing bureau 
if such was furnished us, but, although 
our statement that the bureau was being 
used almost exclusively for the benefit of 
the Milwaukee mills has been emphatic- 
ally denied, the simple proof—a list of 
its members—has never been offered in 
evidence. “om OM 


AccorpinG to an Odessa journal, the 
Odessky Westnik, the gift of the Ameri- 
can millers to the Russian peasants last 
winter has been immortalized on canvass. 
The Russian painter, J. K. Niwasowsky, 
was recently interviewed by a represent- 
ative of the Westnik and said: “Two 
pictures which I have lately painted are 
of a patriotic character, being designed 
to express the gratitude of Russia for 
the American aid sent in her time of 
need. One shows the Missouri in Libau 
harbor, with citizens on the quay en- 
thusiastically welcoming the Americans. 
The other represents a Russian village in 
one of the famine districts, into which 
has come a wagon laden with American 
flour. lt is a holiday and the streets are 
tiled with the poor inhabitants. The 
tiour is drawn by a three-horse team and 
a young peasant with bared head stands 
on the sacks, cheering American liberal- 
ity.” * * * 

Dr. T. De Wirr TaLMaGeg, in the course 
of a recent sermon, became eloquent on 
the subject of bread. His remarks fol- 
low, and we commend them to all the 
makers of the “best flour on earth,” in 
the hope that they may derive some con- 
solation from the fact that, while they 
may not be making any money just now, 
they are, at least, manufacturing an ar- 
ticle, which, in its final state, is found 
worthy of being so eloquently praised. 
Dr. Talmage’s “My! my!” expresses a gen- 
uine taste for the staff of life, and when 
one considers the dimensions of the good 
doctor’s mouth, the imagination pictures 
him as no mean customer for the bake- 
shop. We agree with the worthy and 
modest Brooklyn divine in all he says 
about bread, but we sadly fear that, 
despite his eloquent peroration, which 
ought to enhance the value of every bar- 
rel in New York city twenty five cents, 
the mills will be forced to continue to 
hustle for trade as before, and the com- 
mon herd will still fail to appreciate the 
full beauty and. value of its daily loaf. 
Here is what Dr. Talmage said: 

You must look at that hunger bread of 
Russia before you can get proper apprecia- 
tion of what an attractive and beautiful 
thing a good loaf of breadis. It is so com- 
mon to us we can not realize its meaning. 
Stop and look at it in a bakery window or 
see it on your family table—I mean an hon- 
est loaf of bread, white as a ball of packed 
snow, with a crust brown as the autumnal 
woods, and for a keen appetite more aromat- 
ic than flowers—a loaf of bread as you re- 
member it in childhood, when the knife in 
the hand of your father or mother cut clean 
through from crust to crust and put before 
you, not a quarter of a slice or a half a 
slice, but a full round slice, and another and 
another, just suited to a boy always ready to 
eat and for the most time hungry, even in a 
well-supplied house. I remember, and you 
remember, if you had a healthy childhood, 
just how it tasted. My! My! Plum pud- 
ding does not taste as good now as that 
plain bread then. It was then bread at the 
table and bread between meals, and bread 
before breakfast and bread before going to 
bed. Why does not some poet ring a canto 
on aloaf of bread, or some modern Raphael 
paint it, or some historian tell its history? 
Not like many articles of food, pretentious, 
and iced all over like wedding cake, or dot- 
ted with fantastic ingredients, but that 
grandest product of the earth, that richest 
yield of the flour mill, that best benediction 
of a hot oven--a God-given loaf of bread.

PILLSBURY-WASHBURN. 


The Poor Result of the Year’s Work At- 
tributed to the Demoralization of 
the Wheat and Flour 
Markets. 





The third annual general meeting of 
the Pillsbury-Washburn Flour Mills Co., 
Ltd., says the Financial Times, of Lon- 
don, was held on Wednesday, Nov. 2, at 
Winchester House, E. C., Mr. Richard H. 
Glyn presiding. 

The secretary(Mr.Frank Spencer) read 
the notice convening the meeting. 

The chairman said: gentlemen,I should 
like, first of all, to call your attention to 
some rather large alterations in the fig- 
ures in the balance-sheet, compared with 
that which we presented to you at this 
time last year. You will observe that 
the bills payable were last year £462,809, 
and that this year they are £273,094, 
showing a shrinkage of £180,000. Then 
again, the creditors last year were £150,- 
188, the item this time standing at £82,- 
1) 605, or a diminution of about £70,000. On 
the other side of the account, the stocks 
of wheat, flour, etc, amounted to £772,- 
749, while for the present period they 
stand at) £527,372, or a falling off of 
about £245,000. I would like to point 
out to you that this shrinkage in the fig- 
ures does not arise from any loss in 
business; on the contrary, I think 
I shall show you presently that 
our actual business has very large- 
ly increased. It does, however, 
tell its own tale. It shows how the prices 
of the things we deal in have fallen, and 
how much less money it takes to carry 
those articles now when wheat is 70c per 
bu than when it was, this time last year, 
nearer $1 per bu. There is also one oth- 
er item in the balance-sheet to which I 
want specially to call your attention, and 
that is, the price at which the flour mills, 
elevators and the property of the compa- 
ny generally stand in our books, which 
is £1,347,409. In our first balance-sheet 
they were put down at £1,305,791; so that 
the amount we have expended on capital 
account bas been, roughly, about £42,- 
000. This has been applied partly to im- 
provements to the water power and part- 
ly to additions and improvements to the 
mills, and when I say that the increased 
revenue from the water power alone is 
sufficient to pay 15 per cent upon the to- 
tal outlay upon both mills aud water 
power, I think you will agree with me 
that the money that has been expended 
on capital account has been judiciously 
expended, and that nothing has been 
spent on capital that should have been 
properly charged to revenue. I mention 
that because it is an account on which 
shareholders should keep a watchful eye, 
both in our business and in all industri- 
al enterprises. Besides the amount ex- 
pended on capital account, you will, per- 
haps, have noticed that we have spent 
£70,000 out of revenue in the past three 
years in keeping our mills up to their 
regular high standard, and this has been 
ee instead of creating a depreciation 

und. 

This year we have expended on capital 
account £11,759, and from that amount 
has to be deducted £5,929, money re- 
ceived on account of sales of elevators. 
One or two have been sold, and the oth- 
ers we have pulled down, and, being 
country elevators, for various reasons 
they were not wanted. A diversion of 
tratlic has taken placa, and with such a 
large number of elevators—we have 120 
or 130—it follows that at times some of 
them are of no value, and the business 
is transferred practically to the other 
elevators of the company. The £5,830 
remaining might fairly have been put to 
capital account, but we thought that in 
these times it was more conservative to 
write it off the £30,000 general reserve 
fund, which was really set aside for pur- 
poses of that nature. You will see there- 
fore, that we have made no addition 
whatever this year to the capital account, 
which remains as it was last year. As 
regards the profit and loss account, I 
do not think there is anything special to 
remark upon, except to express our re- 
gret at the poor result it shows. At the 
same time, [ think there are grounds for 
a considerable amount of thankfulness, 
considering the times through which the 
milling trade has passed; and I may say 
that the accounts as they are have been 
subjected to a very strict audit—in fact, 





the signature of our accountants (Messrs, 





Deloitte, Dever, Griffiths and Co.) at the 
foot is a sufficient guarantee for that. 
Everything has been written down to the 
market price on the date at which the 
accounts were made up. This result, poor 
as it is, has not been arrived at without 
doing an immense amount of business, 
and [ think it would interest you all just 
to listen to what work the mills have 
done this year. We have ground 974,- 
090,080 lbs of wheat, as compared with 
741,350,400 lbs last year—or, to put it in 
another form, 16,235,000 bus as against 
12,356,000 bus. That represents, as you 
can see, a very large business, and the re- 
sult of that has been that we have made 
the following quantity of flour: In 1892 
the A, or big, mill made 1,604,740 bbls, 
of 196 lbs, as compared with 1.420,701 last 
year; the B mill made 797,615 bbls, as 
against 528,000; the Anchor mill 421,980, 
as against 308,500; the Palisade mill 626,- 
000, against 365,000; and the Lincoln 327,- 
200, as against 207,230 bbls, the total 
number of barrels produced this year be- 
ing 3,777,620, as compared with 2,829,856 
last year. As regards the grades of flour, 
we made 2,715,000 bbls of patent, as 
against 2,106,000 bbls; of bakers’ about 
820,000, against 560,000,and of low grades 
241,500, against 161,800. It is the low- 
grade flour which we have found the 
most difficult to sell during the past year. 
It has always been our custom, in or- 
der to avoid all speculation, to hold a 
certain amount of stock, generally some- 
thing under two months’ consumption, 
and it is especially advantageous to hold 
old wheat—that is, to have a large stock 
at the beginning of each year. This 
year that worked very well indeed, and 
in the spring we found that, having a 
large quantity of old wheat, we had a 
considerable advantage over our com- 
petitors, and, although wheat declined 
during the first six months of the year, 
it declined slowly, and we were able to 
make very fair profits. About the be- 
ginning of March—although I do not 
suppose anybody expected wheat was 
going up—a fall set in, which, in about 
three weeks, amounted to something like 
10c or 11c per bu, the consequence being 
that the protits made during the six 
months were wiped out. During the re- 
maining six months of our year—that is, 
up to Aug. 3l—although we milled 
against time, we were just about able to 
hold our own, and to earn the interest 
upon our debentures. Not only was 
there this constant fall in wheat, but the 
flour market was exceedingly demoral- 
ized, and the rates which wecould get 
for our flour were not commensurate 
even with the fall in the price of wheat. 
We have undoubtedly been very unfortu- 
nate—we have fallen upon lean years, in- 
stead of having had a fair start; but I 
do not see, myself, that there is any 
ground for doubting that we have plenty 
of good years before us, and that we 
shall be able to make fair dividends on 
an average of years. There is just this 
matter to be said in our favor: We are 
in a magnificent position to take advant- 
age of any improvement, when it does 
come, in the milling trade. We have 
maintained our mills in excellent condi- 
tion, and we have not only reduced 
the cost of milling, but, when 
the time comes, I do not think it is pos- 
sible that there is any concern in the 
world which is in a better position than 
we are to take advantage of it. It isa 
matter of the commonest notoriety out- 
side that the bulk of the people connect- 
ed with this trade have not only been 
unable to make money, but they area 
long way behind; so that we are, if any- 
thing, better off. We were visited by 
Mr. Pillsbury about three moaths ago, 
and talked matters over with him. He 
was, of course, very much depressed at 
what had happened, having a great pride 
in his mills; but he was confident that 
he would be able to make money when 
things improved. Heand his family are, 
as you know, very largely interested in 
the company, and within the last three 
months he has increased his own hold- 
ing in the preference and ordinary shares. 
I have to express my pleasure—in which 
I am sure you will join—that Sir Wm. B. 
Forwood, who is well known on both 
sides of the Atlantic as a good man of 
business, has accepted a seat on the 
board. (Hear, hear.) I will now move 
that the report and accounts to Aug. 31, 
1892, be received and adopted. 
Mr. J. F. Jackson seconded the motion. 








In reply to Mr. Brown as to the pros- 


pects for the current year, the chairman 
said that wheat had gone down practi- 
cally from 98c in August last to about 
70c at the present time, which was very 
much in the company’s favor. The man- 
aging director was running the mills to 
their full capacity, and had informed the 
board that he was making a fair profit. 

The resolution was adopted unani- 
mously. 

On the motion of Mr. Hankey, second- 
ed by Mr. Brown, the retiring auditors 
(Messrs. Deloitte, Dever, Griffiths & Co.) 
were re-appointed 





KANSAS CITY. 


[Special Correspondence. ] 

Wheat is still coming here as rapidly 
as it can be taken care of and shipments 
to St. Louis and New Orleans are in- 
creasing. Grain merchants have had a 
good season’s business and are doing as 
well as could be expected in a primary 
market subject to the “through rates” 
edict of transportation lines. ‘They are, 
however, planning to throw off the gall- 
ing “through rates” yoke and to demand 
flat rates. As the initial step in that un- 
dertaking, the commercial exchange to- 
day addressed Chairman Midgley, of the 
western freight association, as follows: 

The condition of the grain trade at Kansas City 
is such that we feel compelled to ask the associa- 
tion to relieve us of some of the difficulties. The 
steadily increased production of grain west of 
the Missouri river, in our opinion, renders it a 
necessity to make Kansas City a grain storage 
city. Under the present system of freight rates, 
grain can not be stored here to advantage, as it 
is necessary to sell for future delivery, to make 
storing of grain a success. We can not sell grain 
for future delivery under the present system of 
freight rates. We believe, though, that they can 
be so adjusted as to be a great b-nefit to not only 
the railway service east and west of the Missouri 
river, but a benefit to all the people who raise or 
handle grain. 

If your association would so adjust rates, there 
is no doubt whatever but that the grain storage 
capacity of Kansas City would be increased very 
largely. In fact, we think it would be double, as 
there is plent; ty of capital here to invest in such 
enterprises. We would like a hearing befo e your 
association, that we may more fully explain the 
ditticulties we are laboring under, and the reme- 
dies that cau be applied. 

It is now believed by the merchants 
that, in order to divert business from 
New Orleans, the western freight associa- 
tion will accede to the requests above 
made, and that such an agreement will 
make it possible for many more storage 
houses to do a profitable business here. 

Next Monday the case of the Missouri 
railroad and warehouse commissioners 
vs the Kansas City commercial exchange 
will be argued in the state supreme court. 
The decision given in this case will de- 
termine whether or not state inspectors 
are allowed to pass upon grain except 
into and out of public elevators. 

A telegraphic report from Mexico to- 
day announces that President Diaz has 
extended the time for the free entry of 
American corn into Mexico until Feb.20. 
The same message states that, owing to 
the harvest of corn gathered in the 
southern portion of that country, the 
price is going down in that section, but 
that serious suffering from hunger is 
still the rule in Zacatecas. The blockade 
on the Mexican International has been 
overcome and grain is now being prompt- 
ly handled on that line, which renews in- 
terest in the trade here and adds greatly 
to the relief measures of the Mexican 
government. This, the third extension of 
the free corn entry period, and so soon 
after the announcement of a new tariff 
schedule of one-fourth the former duty 
on corn, is explained by the fact that the 
government recently concluded that the 

people were not in a position to pay even 
a small amount of import tax. 

The new mill at Alta, Ia., owned by the 
Alta Roller Mill Co., was sucessfully 
started up this week. The plant has a 
daily capacity of 75 bbls flour, 125 of 
cornmeal, 100 of rye and 100 of buck- 
wheat. . 

Work has begun on the new mill to be 
built at Stockton, Mo. 

The National Mill and Elevator Co., 
Parsons, Kan., let the contract for a new 
mill and elevator last Wednesday. Work 
will begin Monday. 

The mills in this district are all run- 
ning full time. A. G.

On account of one more mill being in 
operation, the flour output last week 
showed a 7,000 bbl increase. The total 
was 221.990 bbls—averaging 36,998 bbls 
daily—egainst 215,090 bbis the week be- 
fore, 205,585 bbls for the corresponding 
time in 1891, and 191,075 bbls in 1890. 
From this time on, the output is pretty 
sure to show a heavy decline. A short- 
age of water power will be one of the 
causes, and higher freight rates another. 
Monday night anchor ice choked up the 
water wheels of a number of the mills, 
and few of those on the falls were able 
to run for half to three quarters of a 
day. Low water is gradually manifest- 
ing itself and necessitates the increased 
use of steam, which costs 5@64%c per 
bbl more than water power. One mill 
of 2,300 bbls capacity, running by steam, 
was stopped last night and another of 
2,700 bbls goes down tonight. Others 
will curtail their product as affected by 
the shortage of water. It is expected 
that boats can not run on the lakes later 
than Dec. 1, and, as soon as they stop, 
freight rates will be 6@10c per bb! more, 
for transportation by across-lake and all- 
rail routes. Under these circumstances, 
some millers predict that the out- 
put will soon fall off 50 per 
cent. Millers report the sale of 
rather more flour for a week back than 
they ground, the strength shown by 
wheat for a few days helping them out. 
The higher cost of wheat induced mill- 
ers to temporarily ask 10c advance, and 
buyers wanting to get in at old prices 
were for a while quite numerous. With 
wheat now lower, however, excessively 
low flour quotations again prevail, and it 
is the general complaint that business is 
being done at little or no margin. Some 
eastern buyers were inclined, a few days 
ago, to stock up a little, but the later de- 
cline in wheat is calculated to discour- 
age this sentiment. Some local firms 
have a large number of orders on their 
books, but complain bitterly about be- 
ing unable to get shipping directions on 
them. Stocks are therefore accumulat- 
ing more or less in the east, from the 
heavy shipments now going on. The 
bulk of the sales the past week were nat- 
urally on domestic account. Foreigners 
still bid for future delivery, even as late 
as March, but are unwilling to pay any 
advance over present prices, and do not 
always bid that high. It is very hard to 
move bakers’, and the better quality of 
low grades is simply unsalable. Red dog 
is sold up pretty well for feed and holds 
rather firm. Direct export shipments 
by the mills last week were 72,290 bbls, 
against 71,980 bbls the preceding week. 
London quotations, per 280 lbs, c. i. f., 
are: Patent, 25s 94@26s 3d; bakers’, 178 
9d@19s; low grades, lls 3d@12s 6d.

at West Superior, Wis., is completed and 
the machinery is arriving rapidly. The 





builders are now ready to hire mill- 
wrights and would like to get about 75. 
The Listman mill house is also about 
half up and millwrights * before a 
great while, be needed on that, too. J. 
H. Nye will be foreman of the job for the 
E. P. Allis Co., and can be addressed at 
West Superior. Between the three 
mills under construction, a large force of 
millwrights is assured of steady employ- 
ment all winter at good wages. 

A. F. Sparks, superintending engineer 
for Jas. Leffel & Co., the well-known 
water wheel concern of Springtield, O., 
passed through Minneapolis yesterday, 
on his way to the Pacific coast. Mr. 
Sparks says water wheel and engine 
work is exceptionally brisk with his peo- 
ple, it being necessary to run their shops 
every night until 12 o’clock, and, even 
then, it is difficult to fill orders prompt- 
ly. He states that the impression that 
the Leffel water wheel is not as effective 
under high heads as other wheels, is an 
erroneous one, as there are quite a num- 
ber working with the best of results un- 
der heads of 100 feet or over. At Niagara 
Falls there is a Leffel wheel working un- 
der 125 feet head, and the company 
challenges other makers to produce su- 
perior results. 


The offal house of the Pillsbury A mill 
was partially burned early Saturday 
morning. It was quite a large stone 
building, two stories and basement in 
height, and was separated from the A 
mill by four railroad tracks. Here the 
offal was packed and a large retail trade 
was carried on. The fire caught in the 
upper story and was discovered by one of 
the men operating a packer. The work of 
the fire department,aided by the appa- 
ratus of the mill, was so effective as to 
keep the flames confined to the two up- 
per stories. The oil room of the estab- 
lishment was located in the basement, 
and, fortunately, was not reached by the 
fire. The A mill was shut down only 
from 3 to lla. m. the next day, on ac- 
count of the occurence. The mill was 
orginally built with bran bins, which 
were not taken out when the offal build- 
ing was erected, and the bran is now go- 
ing into them, and is then shipped out 
in bulk. The loss is placed at $12,000, 
covered by insurance. Steps were im- 
mediately taken by the Pillsbury-Wash- 
burn Co. to rebuild the house, and the 
work is already well under way. 





LAW OF ACCOUNT BOOKS. 





[Prepared for the Northwestern Miller by the Le- 
gal News Bureau. } 

The rules of evidence which relate to 
the introduction of books of account as 
proof of commercial claims are of con- 
siderable importance in mercantile liti- 
gation. But the merchant, in order to 
avail himself of the evidence contained 
in his books of account, must comply in 
their introduction with certain estab- 
lished rules of evidence. At common 
law, before books of account could be 
admitted in evidence, the party offering 
them was required to prove that, at the 
time the charges were made, he had no 
clerk, that some of the articles charged 
were delivered, or that some of the work 
charged was performed, that the books 
were his account books, that the entries 
were in his handwriting, and that he kept 
correct accounts, by the testimony of 
some of those who had dealt with him 
and settled with from the books offered. 
This rule has been materially changed 
by the statutory enactments of most of 
the states and by the rulings of the 
courts in modern days. It is necessary 
now in most states, in order to introduce 
aset of books in evidence in favor of the 
person who introduces them, to prove 
that the books offered are the original 
books of entry; that in them are record- 
ed, in the ordinary course of business, 
all the transactions between the parties 
tothe suit, and that they are correctly 
kept. First, they must be the original 
books of entry. The day book, and, if 
the day book is journalized, the "journal 
and the ledger, constitute the books of 
original entry. They must show, in or- 
der to be admitted in evidence, the trans- 
actions between the parties, entered at 
the time, or near the time, which the 
transactions occurred. The reason for 
this rule is obvious. The entries made 
from time to time as the dealings of the 
parties progressed, made at the time of 





the transactions, are, in the first place, 








not so liable to error, and, in the second 
place, are not s0 liable to be false or fic- 
titious as would they be if the account 
was made up at one time after the trans- 
actions occurred. Therefore the books 
must show the entries, intermingled with 
other concurrent entries, and they must 
appear in chronological order. 

When the books have been introduced 
in evidence, and the fact that they are the 
original books of entry has been proved, 
it is necessary to further substantiate 
them, first, by the testimony of the per- 
son who made the entries in question, 
that those entries are true and correct, 
or, if that person is deceased, then by 
evidence that they were made by him in 
the regular course of business, and the 
latter method of proof may be adopted 
where the entries were made by a disin- 
terested person, who, at the time of the 
trial, is beyond the jurisdiction of the 
court. The correctness and genuineness 
of the entries must be proved, if possi- 
ble, by the person himself who made 
them, and, where this is impossible, the 
law permits the fact to be shown that 
they were entered in the ordinary course 
of business, and regards this as substan- 
tial evidence that they are correct. 

The manner of keeping books of ac- 
count has an important bearing upon 
their admissability and value as evidence. 
They are supposed to record the transac- 
tion at the time it occurred and are 
therefore assumed to be correct. Mis- 
takes which ‘occur may be corrected by 
proof, but the essential facts of the trans- 
action are supposed to be recorded in the 
books, inasmuch as the entry is made at 
the time of the transaction. An impor- 
tant phase of the question arises as to 
whom the goods are charged. There is 
among merchants a great laxity in the 
original entry. For instance, the day 
book or blotter in which the charge is 
first made by the clerk, who is hurried 
with other duties frequently, bears only 
the surname of the party to be charged. 
Suppose that the charge be merely 
Jones; debtor to a certain amount of 
merchandise at a certain price. When 
the bookkeeper comes to journalize and 
post this entry he probably calls out to 
the clerk and inquires what Jones it is. 


»| The clerk having told him he posts it to 


that account. When these books are in- 
troduced in evidence there appears upon 
the ledger, perhaps, three or four ac- 
counts of the name of Jones, and an in- 
genious attorney has very little difficulty 
in throwing a cloud of some weight upon 
the reliability of such an account. The 
original day book or blotter entry should 
be full, explicit and complete, so that 
when introduced in court it needs neith- 
er explanation or correction. Then, if 
the subsequent entries are correct, the 
account is open to no suspicion. 

When the books are introduced in evi- 
dence all the books containing the ac- 
count must be brought in. This is in 
order to test more fully the accuracy and 
correctness of the account; and all the 
books introduced will be construed to- 
gether, and if any of the subsequent en- 
tries throw further light upon the trans- 
action than the original entry contains, 
they are equally competent and will be 
given their full weight. The reason for 
this is that the books, being kept by the 
party in whose favor they are used, must 
be protected by all the guaranties of ac- 
curacy which the law can throw around 
them.

Wheat was lower last night by over 1c 
than it was a week ago, and today it 
fluctuated toward higher prices, without 
making important headway. Something 
of steadiness was maintained a few days, 
and in the time quite free flour sales 
were made. The weather was just such 
as farmers use for marketing grain. It 
was too cold to plow and the roads were 
in fine condition. There is some evi- 
dence of a decline in the winter wheat 
movement, but not in that of spring 
wheat. The phenomenal wheat move- 
ment of the northwest keeps up. For the 
week, ended Saturday the arrivals were 
1,993,300 bus here, and 1,540,339 bus at 
Duluth. For the corresponding week 
last year they were 1,780.349 and 2,970,868 
bus tor Minneapolis and Duluth respect- 
ively. The past week had practically on- 
ly five days, against six days last year, 
yet Minneapolis took more for the week 
this season than last. Duluth is more 
than 1,000,000 bus short for the week this 
season, the smaller supply being caused 
by a loss of the heavy export demand 
there was last yearfor No. 1 northern 
wheat. The domestic demand having 
to absorb more, that draws a great- 
er portion to the southern routes. 
The total wheat movement to Minneap- 
olis and Duluth, from Minnesota and the 
two Dakotas, is nearly 41,000,000 bus, 
against nearly 43,000,000 bus last year. 
Minneapolis has taken 2,000,000 bus 
more, but Duluth 4,000,000 less, than last 
year. A yearago the country elevator 
supply was about 7,000,000 bus. Nowit 
isan unknown quantity. It is estimated, 
by an ambitious journal in New York, at 
6,475,000 bus, including stocks in Wis- 
consin and Iowa. As these two states 
are supposed to have 2,000,000 bus of 
such stocks, it would leave about 4,500,- 
000 bus for the three northwestern 
states, or some 2,500,000 bus less than in 
lastyear. The trade puts no confidence 
in Bradstrest’s estimate, for it is known 
that it is a guess, based upona compari- 
son of present conditions of production, 
etc, with those of ayear ago. Thesame 
authority estimated Iowaand Wisconsin 
last year, so that it never was more than 
& guesser in part, and might as well esti- 
mate the whole, for a reliable quantity 
added to an unreliable quantity brings 
unreliable results. It was far from be- 
ing reliable last year, and it is only worse 
in degree this. 

The price of breadstuffs was better, on 
the average, last week, but another 
break began yesterday that promised to 
lose all the advance and leave the posi- 
tion as unsatisfactory as before. It is 
still the large visible supply of wheat 
in this country that upsets all calcula- 
tions on a rise. That increased again, 
practically, 2,500,000 bus for the week, 
making it 67, 203,000 bus, against 38,828,- 
636 bus last year. It was never so great 
before. In January, 1887, it touched 
62,500,000 bus. At the rate it has made 
so far it promises to be 10,000,000 bus 
more than that by January, 1893. 

With the rise in wheat last week, 
though but a little one, there was in- 
creased activity in flour. Sales were 
larger than production, though the pro- 
duction was large. One concern alone 
sold nearly half the week’s output of all 
the local mills.

rive from the west, nominally range at 
$3.10@4.20, $3.50@3.75, $3.15@3.40 and 
$2.25@3. These figures are practically 
unchanged,and represent prices at which 
the sales of the week were made. Near- 
by mills are actually shading our inside 
quotation on straights, which prevents 
business with the west on that grade, in 
certain channels, and where price is 
more the consideration than quality.

Clearances of 
flour were quite small as compared with 
recent ones, while receipts, on through 
bills of lading principally, were corre- 
spondingly large—83,180 bbls. 

The wheat market here, particularly 
since the election, has ruled firm, closing 
today abou 2c higher than our previous 
quotations on everything. Receipts and 
clearances have been meagre, while 
stocks show an increase of 176,395 bus. 
Cables, as a rule, have reflected stead- 
ier and firmer foreign markets, in 
sympathy with American, but have 
brought absolutely no buying orders. 
To show how dull the European demand 
really is, there was but a single freight 
engagement made here this week for 
wheat or corn, a 12,000 gr steamer, which 
isan unprecedented record for this sea- 
son of the year, and one which is start- 
lingly suggestive, considering the pres- 
ent low level of prices. The other side 
seems to want no more, for the time be- 
ing, at “4 cost. Milling wheats are 
about 2c higher than they were a week 
ago, and wanted. Speculation here was 
tixed for a rally and is consequently 
happy. Our best-posted operators, how- 
ever, are of the opinion that there will be 
no permanent improvement in wheat un- 
til after the December longs have liquid- 
ated. The west is nearly as high as the 
east on wheat, but the close of naviga- 
tion should soon remedy that, by again 
establishing the usual relative difference 
between the two points. However, the 
temptation to buy at the seaboard and 
sell in Chicago has been so great as to 
render itimperative for the straddlers to 
unlock their trades before conditions re- 
ferred to can be righted.

A mighty howl is still going up con- 
cerning the way the railroads are keep- 
ing flour invoices in transit. The trade 
is being substantially damaged by this 
mistaken policy, and the evil is growing 
worse every day. A car famine is the 
excuse now given for the trouble, but 
there would be no dearth of rolling stock 
if freight trains were required to come 
forward on schedule time, and not 
allowed to be side-tracked at every way- 
station, as at present. Some states, I am 
told, require freight trains to move 100 
miles every 24 hours, If this were gen- 
eral, it would soon remedy the evil com- 
plained of. As it is, a dealer never 





knows when he is going to receive his 
goods, for, between the transfer stations 
and the pokiness of the railroads, ship- 
ments are kept from 30 to 90 days in 
transit, according to distance, which is 
anything but profitable to those who 
have to pay sight drafts and sell on long 
time, to say nothing of declining mar- 
kets such as we have had for the past 
year. Is it any wonder the trade is sore? 
Is there no redress? Can we not have 
more railroads or better service? Can 
not congress be prevailed upon to legis- 
late in the matter? Will not the editor 
of the Northwestern Miller come to the 
rescue, and, with his trenchant pen, en- 
deavor to inaugurate a different state of 
affairs?

Duluth mills were the only ones in op- 
eration last week. Their output was 36,- 
826 bbls, or an average of 6,138 bbls per 
day. They were pyshed almost to their 
limit, no stop being made on election 
day. The output for mills on both sides 
of the bay the week before was 33,171 
bbls, and for the same week last year 15,- 
519 bbls. Rail receipts last week were 
106,889 bbls, against 111,680 bbls the 
week before, and 61,779 bbls a year ago. 
Shipments were 135,021 bbls, against 
164,742 bbls the week before, and 79,182 
bbls a year ago. Flour stocks are 8,694 
bbls heavier than they were a week ago. 
A year ago they aggregated 141,461 bblie, 
and two years ego, 97,183 bbls. The 
movement of flour down the lakes will 
have to be very lively within the next 
fortnight if the stocks here are cleaned 
up much before navigation ceases.

The prospects for an advance in lake 
freight rates mentioned in my letter of 
last week were realized Wednesday, 
when another advance of 14c was secured 
by vesselmen, thus restoring the 4c rate 
that had been cut to 31¢c less than a 
week before. Shippers are still indif- 
ferent and, though the Chicago-Buffalo 
rate has advanced 144@%c and is now 
firm at 3c, there is no demand for vessels 
here, even at the 4c rate. The Duluth 
and Chicago carrying charges to Buffalo 
are now only lc apart, while less than a 
month ago the spread was 11¢@2c. There 
is some demand for vessels to carry 
wheat from Fort William just now. The 
City of Glasgow left yesterday for that 
point, chartered to load at 5c. There is 
no prospect of any material advance in 
the Duluth-Buffalo carrying charges 
this fall.- The season of navigation is 
now fast drawing to a close, and shippers 
were never more indifferent. A fort-

night more, and the movement of freight 
by lake will be a thing of the past for 
this season, if Jack Frost does not step 
in before that time. 

The contracts for the construction of 
another large mill to be built at this end 
of the lake will probably be signed with- 
in a fortnight. E. D. Neustadt, who is 
known to the trade as a New York flour 
broker, was here Friday and Saturday, 
looking over the situation with the view 
of building a mill and becoming a manu- 
facturer of flour. A number of sites were 
visited on both sides of the bay. Before 
leaving for Grand Forks and other Da- 
kota points Mr. Neustadt told me that 
he would return here, perhaps within ten 
days, when he expected to complete ar- 
rangements for the construction of the 
mill. It will probably be built on Hugh- 
itt, slip in the rear of the Freeman mill, 
and just opposite the site of the Minkota 
mill. It is understood that arrangements 
have so far progressed that one will not 
be disappointed who looks to see the 
work of driving piles for the foundation 
begun before Jan. 1, 1893. Mr. Neu- 
stadt has been associated with the List- 
man mill at La Crosse, and has, for near- 
ly fifteen years, sold the product of the 
La Crosse mill to the New York and New 
England trade. He was interested asa 
stockholder in the new Listman mill at 
Superior, but has sold his share in that 
plant. 

Work on the pilingjfor the foundation 
of the Minkota mill was completed Sun- 
day night, and the masonry will be put 
in at once. A great deal of difficulty 
was experienced in getting the piling for 
this work. Much of it had to be cut by 
the contractors themselves, dealers in 
that class of timber having cleaned up 
their stocks for the season. The piling 
for the foundation of the mill will be 
sunk as rapidly as possible. The season 
is pretty well advanced now, and work 
of this sort is necessarily a little slower 
than it isin better weather, but, with a 
few weeks more of acceptable weather, 
things will be in shape to begin the lay- 
ing of the foundation. The walls of the 
Russell-Miller Milling Co.’s big mill are 
up one story now, and work is being 
rushed as rapidly as the weather will per- 
No time is lost on this work, a 
large crew being kept hustling every 
hour that it can work. The square base 
of the brick chimney is up about 30 feet.

MICHIGAN. 


[Special Correspondence.] 

Owing to the excitement attending the 
election—I can give no other reason— 
very few of our millers reported their 
business this week, so that my report is 
worthless for comparison with that of 
the previous week, as far as the general 
business is concerned. For the number 
reporting, sales were fair at about old 
figures. What little business there was 
the Red line had the best of, with the 
Erie Despatch second. Local reporters 
were more numerous, and, as was to be 
expected,the price paid farmers for wheat 
showed a decline of %c and there was a 
lower range of prices on both flour and 
feed—the lowest all along the line, I 
venture to say, that this state has ever 
seen. Weare now at the bottom, and the 
market must go the other way if it 
moves at all. 

Locally there is nothing out of the or- 
dinary. mills are running half 
time or a little better, with just orders 
enough to keep things moving. There 
has been little or no trouble about cars, 
a thing that previously has taxed some 
of our inillers sorely. A little wheat 
keeps straggling in all the while, and, 
with the slight advance in prices, and 
fairly good roads, receipts are likely to 
be better. There is some talk about or- 
ganizing a company to build an oatmeal 
mill here, but so far nothing definite has 
been decided upon. 

The Michigan crop report for Novem- 
ber, iesued today, says that the area seed- 
ed to wheat this fall is but 95 per cent of 
that seeded in 1891. In condition, grow- 
ing wheat is but 87 per cent of average 
in stand and vitality. This is alleged to 
be due to the injury from dry weather 
and insects in almost every one of the 
southern four tiers of counties. Nearly 
80 per cent of the correspondents from 
this section — injury by insects. 
Wheat marketed by farmers in the three 
months past is 5,441,137 bus, or 69,150 bus 
more than for the same months last year. 

Among the list of new corporations for 
the week I find the Washington Milling 
Co., Adrian; capital $20,000.

David Stott, Detroit, reports that he is 
running 18 hours and could go full time 
if it were not for a shortage of cars and 
his inability to get a supply of barrels. 
He intends to start a cooper shop of his 
own next week, if he can get a supply of 
heading, which is still very scarce. 

Voigt Milling Co.,Grand Rapids: “As 
usual, the unexpected happens. Wheat 
is piling up and prices advancing, in the 
face of the enormous quantity in sight. 
Well,we can say it is because of the elec- 
tion of the democratic ticket, but,as poli- 
tics has nothing to do with milling, we 
will drop that. The mills here are run- 
ning steadily, and, while wheat moves 
slowly, we get enough to keep going. 
Flour orders seem to come a little easier, 
but prices are still too low for the price 
of the raw material. The demand for 
millfeed keeps up well and we have or- 
ders ahead. Since the rains have set in 
the growing crop is doing finely. Our 
worst trouble now is the scarcity of cars. 
We never saw such hustling for cars as 
has gone on in the last few weeks. We 
think the end of this trouble is near,and 
that cars will soon be more plentiful. One 
thing is gratifying, which is that our 
railroads are doing all in their power to 
take care of their patrons.” 

Newman & Rice, Portland, write me 
that they were compelled to shut down 
for lack of cars.

ROCHESTER. 


[Special Correspondence. ] 

The election this week did not have 
much effect on the mills or millers, more 
than that the millers and their employes 
took time to cast their ballots, as patriot- 
ic American citizens. On the evening of 
election day several of the millers assem- 
bled in a down town office and received 
the returns, away from the street crowds. 
As may be imagined, their sentiments, as 
they learned the result, varied accord- 
ing to their political beliefs. 

As heretofore, the general complaint 
about trade is that the margins are small. 
Prices are no stronger than they have 
been for some weeks. Dealers are show- 
ing no disposition to buy flour in larger 
quantities than are necessary to keep up 
assortments. Thereis no export demand, 
and domestic buyers are not taking 
enough flour to put any activity into the 
market. Until the foreign demand in- 
creases, most of the millers think there 
will not be any great change. Spring 
wheat patent sells at $4.40@4.50 for car 
lots, f.0. b. Bakers’ sell at $3.15@3.25 
and winter wheat straight at about $4. 
Bakers’ move with even less freedom 
than patents. Only a little winter 
wheat flour is being made at present. 

There is not much wheat coming in 
now from the west and almost no street 
wheat. Millers have enough on hand to 
keep them going and have not yet begun 
putting in any stock for use after the 
close of navigation. Oats are in fair sup- 
ply and demand, at unchanged prices. 
Rye is quiet, with small receipts. Prices 
of barley are slightly irregular and the 
market is dull. State corn is in light de- 
mand, without any change in quotations. 
Western corn continues quiet at 49@50c 
for car lots on track. 

The purchase by the Municipal Light- 
ing and Power Co. of the site and water 
rights of the old Jefferson mill and the 
site of the Clinton mill, will give the 
company, in the formation of which sev- 
eral of the millers are prominently inter- 
ested, about 100 feet of valuable frontage 
on Brown’s race, the land running back 
to the river, a distance of about 400 feet. 
The price paid for the property was $15,- 
000. Active operations will begin soon. 
ins for a building are now being pre- 
pared. 

While there are no new developments 
in the project for establishing another el- 
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vator in Rochester, John H. Chase and 
other interested millers and capitalists 
are certain that the enterprise will 
put through ultimately. 

In January the chamber of commerce 
will hold its annual election, and already 
a slate of officers is spoken of in the lo- 
cal newspapers. It is noticed that, 
though every miller in the city is a mem- 
ber, not one of themis in the proposed 
list. It is to be hoped that a change will 
be made in this particular before the 
election takes place. The other branches 
of industry have been largely represent- 
ed in the past, but, for some reason or 
other, milling has been given a back seat, 
regardless of the fact that Rochester is 
sometimes called the “Flour City.” It 
is early yet, and thereis plenty of time to 
see that the millers are represented on 
next year’s ticket, and this should, by all 
means, be attended to.

There has been a change from politics 
to business in the New York flour mar- 
ket, but this change has not yet result- 
ed in a volume large enough to be called 
a resumption of trade. Dealings in flour 
are still of the same old tiresome, pica- 
yunish character. Buyers have been per- 
sistently indifferent for so long that it 
is hard work converting any of them to 
the idea that prices are low and that any 
change will be for the better. There has 
been a little change, however, since Tues- 
day. This change has been based on an 
improvement in the wheat market,which 
has come partly from the covering in 
shorts and partly from the November 
crop report which certainly was start- 
ling. Contrary to the usual custom in 
November, reference was made to the 


outcome in wheat, and, from 520,000,000 
as indicated last month, the department 


be | now drops to 500,000,000 bus and offers 


no excuse. The Miller’s remarks on the 
eccentricities of the department are ap- 
preciated here, and, in connection with 
the last report, J. C. Brown, the statisti- 
cian of the exchange, says: 

“In June, Statistician Dodge, by per- 
centages, reported the wheat area at 39,- 
930,300 acres. On Ost. 10 he reported 
the average yield of wheat at 13 bus per 
acre, which, applied to the acreage he 
had previously reported, indicated a 
crop of 519,094,000 bus. On Nov.10 he 
says that the October returns pointed to 
a crop of “not exceeding 500,000,000 bus.” 
To produce 500,000,000 bus, at 13 bus per 
acre (the average yield he reported in 
October), would require only 38,461,500 
acres, against 39,930,300 acres reported 
growing in June,'a disappearance, with- 
out explanation, of 1,468,800 acres, or 
4 per cent. The wheat area of 1889, ac- 
cording to the census report, made pub- 
lic a few weeks ago, was 33,574,341 acres, 
while Statistician Dodge’s final estimate 
was 38,123,859 acres, a difference of 4,549,- 
518 acres, or 13.6 per cent. As practi- 
cally about this excess of estimated, over 
actual, area has been carried along since, 
perhaps the sudden loss of 1,469,000 acres 
above shown may be due to an attempt 
to ‘get intoline.’ If not, to what is it 
due?” 

In view of such irregularities in state- 
ments, these remarks are appreciated by 
the trade and dealers are anxious to know 
why there should be such uncalled-for 
changes as gave ground for Beerbohm’s 
strictures regarding Mr. Dodge's esti- 
mate of last year. 

The sharp rally in wheat Friday gavea 
little feeling of confidence to buyers of 
flour and resulted in the best day’s trade 
seen for several weeks. It was still less 
than 20,000 bbls, however, in western 
flour. Prices have been advanced 5@15c 
per bbl over the recent slaughter prices, 
and, at these improved figures, there has 
been an improved trade. The gain, so 
far, has been in the better grades, and a 
little more confidence is expressed that, 
if wheat continues to show steadiness, 


jobbers are believed to be short in sup- 
plies. Foreign orders, however, have not 
come in in any considerable quantity 
this week, so that the volume of foreign 
trade has been no better than it wasa 
week ago. The well-known trade brands 
have absorbed the bulk of the business 
and have shown the greatest improve- 
ment. 

There has been, it is stated, a fair busi- 
ness again in city mills’ flours the past 
week, though by no means as large as it 
was a short time ago. Prices are practi- 
cally unchanged, and it is just about as 
difficult to sell flour at $4.25 as it was 
ten days ago. The production of flour 
has not been as large this week, owing 
to the interruption of the holidays, but, 
aside from this, there has been a good 
outturn, and the total for the week will 
resch well toward 42,000 bbls. 

In speaking of the fiour situation from 
@ receiver’s standpoint, A. E. Barclay 
said vig A that the jobbers were ready 
to buy Minnesota patents freely at the 
old asking prices. In many cases they 
were paying or willing to pay 5@10c 
more than they were willing to bid two 
weeks ago. The stocks of high grade 
flours were light, though large supplies 
of low grades were in hand. Stocks in 
the hands of jobbers were lighter than 
at this season in any previous year. The

The mills continue to gradually curtail 
their production, which this week has 
averged 8,225 bbls daily, against 8,550 
last week and 9,255 the same time last 
year. A further reduction is probable as 
the season advances, though some millers 
have confidence enough in the stability 
of present values to accumulate stocks. 
The production by the seven mills, with 
a capacity of 60,900 bbls weekly, was as 
follows:

The market has been mora unsettled 


and during the first half of the week 
there was a decline of about 10c per bbl, 
choice hard wheat patents being offered 
at $3.90@4 in wood, and other grades in 
proportion. But, after the promulgation 
of the Washington bureau’s crop report, 
there was asharp recovery,and millers ask 
$4@4.10. Soft wheat product ranges at 
$3.80@3.90 in barrels, and export grades 
in sacks at $3.30@3.50. Straights are 
quoted at $3.50@3.60 for choice bakers’, 
and $2.50@2.60 for export. Clears are 
nominal at $2.40@2.50 for hard and $2.25 
@2.35 for soft wheat product. Low 
grades are dull at $1.30@1.50. Winter 
patents are very steady at $3.80@3.90 and 
straights at $3.40@3.50, all in wood. Rye 
flour is firm at $2.50@2.75 in sacks and 
$2.75@3 in barrels. Millers continue 
moderately well sold ahead, and some of 
them sell as much as they make. Pat- 
ents and low grades sell best, on account 
of their relative cheapness, though 
there are no great accumulations. 

The wheat market has recovered from 
the depression noted last week, the un- 
expected and encouraging crop report 
issued from Washington having stimu- 
lated the demand, and cash sold at 65@ 
66%c, and December at 6634 @6814c,with 
May ranging 6144@6%c above the latter. 
Millers paid 70@74c for No. 1 northern, 
subject to the usual dockage, 66@71c for 
No. 2 spring, 53@71c for No.3 and 35@ 
6514c for No. 4. Low grades and white 
spring are very dull. Winter sold at 52 
@67%c for No.3 to choice No. 2 hard. 
Offerings of desirable milling wheat are 
large enough to meet tLe demand, and 
millers continue to carry fair stocks. 

The wheat movement is smaller, and 
receipts for the week are only 454,000 
bus, against 347,000 the corresponding 
time in 1891. Shipments are 132,000 bus, 
against 192,000 in 1891. Lake lines con- 
tinue to move the bulk of the wheat go- 
ing east, though the all-rail business, too, 
is larger and the transit lines are begin- 
ning to gain. 

The flour movement is about the same 
as heretofore, and receipts this week ag- 
gregate 69,000 bbls, against 71,000 last 
year and 48,000 in 1890. Shipments are 
large, amounting to 109,000 bbls,or about 
the same as in preceding years. Lake- 
and-rail lines do the bulk of the business, 
while all-rail get the overflow. 

Millstuff is steady, and the tendency 
upward, millers having sold considerable 
for future delivery, which orders are be- 
ing filled as rapidly as possible, to secure 
the advantage of lake freight rates. Bran 
is steady at $11@11.25, and middlings 
range at $11.50@12 sacked. Cornmeal 
brings $16.50@18 in bulk, and ground 
feed, $16@18. 

Freight rates eastward are steady at 
20c per 100 lbs to New York and 22c to 
Boston by lake-and-rail lines, but they 
are taking very little new business, hav- 
ing engaged considerable stuff in ad- 
vance, while the close of navigation is 
near at hand. Ocean freights, on the 
other hand, are dull and weak at the fol- 
lowing figures: Liverpool, 32.66c; Lon- 
don, Bristol and Glasgow, 34.06c; Leith, 
35.47c; Belfast, 39.41c; Dublin, 38c—all 
based on 20c inland. Lake transit lines 
quote 3c and all-rail via Chicago 5c above 
these figurés:

The flour market this week has been 
very uneventful. Very little that is new 
can ba said as to the position of flour. 
The market here has been quiet, on the 
whole, and millers’ agents report only a 
moderate demand. Some of the largest 
of the millers in the northwest claim 
that they have had quite heavy buying 
by eastern jobbing houses, though no 
one in the trade here seems to know 
much about such transactions. It is a 
fact, however, that the mills of the west 
and southwest are all grinding wheat 
heavily and that the production of flour 
has been larger in the past three or four 
weeks than ever before for a similar 
period. It is true, alco, that the flour 
made is all sold and that there is no glut 
anywhere. The millers are very firm in 
their views and are not shading prices to 
any extent. Perhaps, in come cases, con- 
cessions of a few cents a barrel can be 
obtained, but if so the order must be ac- 
companied by immediate shipping di- 
rections, as millers are confident that 
better prices will certainly be obtained 
after the turn of the year, if not before, 
and so are not anxious to sell for future 
delivery. 

Shipments of wheat from farmers are 
beginning to decrease in volume, and 
when this falling off becomes more pro- 
nounced, an improvement in wheat val- 
ues seems to be assured. Such has been 
the case in the last day or two, when the 
wheat market advanced about 2c. The 
values of flour have not been depressed 
in proportion with those of wheat, but 
sentiment, if nothing else, is sure to make 
them higher should wheat continue to 
advance. Therefore the position of flour 
at present is considered strong, with the 
prospects for an advance at an early day 
more probable than for a decline. A 
little better feeling on the part of buy- 
ers has been noticed since wheat ad- 
vanced. To be sure, sales have not in- 
creased nor has any “boom” been inau- 
gurated, but there has been more inquiry 
about flour, for both immediate and fu- 
ture delivery, and it seems to be the opin- 
ion in the trade that prices have about 
reached bottom, and that a reaction is 
pretty sure to follow. 

In prices there is very little change to 
notice. There have been sales of choice 
spring wheat patents at $4.50, while the 
bulk of the sales of new flour have been 
at $4.25@4.40. Spring wheat straights 
are about $3.75@4. The movement in 
winter wheat flour has been mostly in 
small lots. The range is about $4@425, 
with perpene one or two brands held a 
little higher. Low grades continue dull 
and unchanged. 

Corn has advanced this week, with of- 
ferings of spot goods light. No.2 yel- 
low is scarce and steamer is quiet. No 
grade ranges as to quality. The demand 
for oats has been very good, with offer- 
ingsliberal. Buyers take what they re- 
quire at the market price, but only that 
much. Millfeed is quiet, with prices 
about steady. 

The morning after election, one of the 
members on ’change felt so jubilant over 
winning his election bets that he brought 
a live rooster on the floor with him, and 
for a few moments things were lively. 
Some of the boys were “caught” to a 
considerable amount by the result.

They will be auctioned off on the ex- 
change floor on Monday. 

Flour receipts were slightly larger, 
amounting to 31,800 bbls this, agains 
31,115 bbls last week. Shipments were 
much smaller, only 45,767 bbls this, 
against 62,335 bbls last week. The mar- 
ket was a little stronger on the advance 
in wheat, but the demand was not great 
enough to hold on such a market and 
fell offsomewhat. Foreign business was 
lighter and the inquiry was rot as brisk 
as it has been. Some Cuban trade is go- 
ing on, but not very much. The domes- 
tic trade is better, both with eastern and 
southern points. The mills are graduai- 
ly reducing their outputs and this week’s 
output is below that of the previous one 
by 5,000 bbls. Only one plant shut down.

6,532,857 bus last Saturday. Inspections 
were 552 cars and 8,746 sacks. Of this, 
only 161 cars and 4,468 sacks graded No. 
2 red, 121 cars and 2,635 sacks grading 
No. 3 red, 52 cars and 1,024 sacks No. 4, 
25 cars and 537 sacks rejected, and 14 
cars and 82 sacks no grade. Kansas hard 
wheat inspections show 148 cars No. 2, 
8 cars No.3 and 4 cars No.4. Other in- 
spections were very light. Withdrawals 
from the elevators were 121,329 bus. Of 
this, 50,295 bus went out by rail, 55,737 
bus were for city use and only 15,297 bus 
went by river for export.

INDIANA. 


[Special Correspondence. ] 

Mr. Blanton, of the Blanton Milling 
Co., gives us the following report of the 
milling business this week: “We have 
had some offers this week, but no sales, 
aside from a few small ones. Have been 
running on back orders nearly altogeth- 
er. Offers that were received were slight- 
ly below our limit, and, as the outlook 
was for an improvement in prices at an 
early date, we did not care to accept the 
offers. Millfeed shows a little improve- 
ment in demand, but not in prices. This 
increased demand we think is due to the 
colder weather that has been prevailing 
the past week. Wheat receipts from 
farmers have fallen off almost to noth- 
ing.” The week’s output of Indianapo- 
lis mills was 16,040 bbls. Car receipts of 
wheat were 30,800 bus; stock in store to- 
day, 523,446 bus. The report from Mr. 
Gillet, of the Acme Milling Co., is as fol- 
lows: “Our output for the week is 9,370 
bbls, this being due to a broken reel and 
consequent shut down. Early in the 
week the flour trade was small, but for 
several days it has shown an improve- 
ment, due, no doubt, to the stronger 
wheat markets. Onr sales of flour have 
kept pace with our grinding, we now be- 
ing sold ahead about the same amount 
as a week ago. Of the orders booked, a 
fair proportion are domestic. Low grades 
have been hard of cale. Patent is in act- 
ive request as compared with the other 
grades. The wheat offerings from the 
country have almost entirely ceased. 
This is due, in part, to the country roads, 
but the heavy movement is now over for 
this season.” The Hoosier State mill 
ran night and day, Church Bros. and 
Bachman half time, and Ehrisman a lit- 
tle better than half. 

Blish Milling Co., Seymour: “Are go- 
ing full time, full capacity. Can not re- 
port a very active demand for flour, es- 
pecially in case of domestic markets, 
which may be attributed to the interest 
taken in election, for such factors as a 
decrease in the wheat movement, the ad- 
vent of cold weather and a rise in prices 
of all other produce, should have led to 
an active inquiry in this line also. The 
feature of our section is the almost com- 
plete stoppage in wheat receipts and the 
wiping out of the drouth that has pre- 
vailed all the fall by copious rains and a 
heavy snow. This places our local wheat 
in splendid condition, except that it is 
somewhat late and is going into winter

more moisture is needed in the ground 
before winter sets in in earnest. Re- 
ceipts of wagon wheat have been com- 


paratively light for the week, and it now 


looks as though they would not increase 
much unless the price should advance 
very materially. Now that the election 
is over and the verdict of the people is 
unmistakably for fair trade, it is to be 
hoped that there will be a reasonable ad- 
vance in wheat and flour. Much more 


money will be brought into the country 
thereby. Messrs. Lyon and Kelly, of the 


Ligonier Milling Co., Ligonier, are here 


today and report that the receipts of 
wagon wheat at that point have been 
very heavy but are now dropping off. The 
Ligonier firm is running its mill full 
time and turning out about 430 bble per 
day. In the near future it intends to 
compound its engine, as the present one 
will not furnish sufficient power. Ligo- 
nier and Goshen are both offering 66c 
for No. 2 red wheat. At other points the 
price ranges at 64@65c. C. M. Harriss, 
Chicago agent for the John T. Noye Mfg. 
Co., was here Tuesday to put in a vote 
for Cleveland. He reports that his firm 
is doing a very good business this fall, 
and his friends are quite confident that 
its affairs at Chicago will be well taken 
care of as long as the present represent- 
ative continues in power. The Goshen 
mills are going as usual, the Goshen 
Milling Co.’s mill H full time, with an 
output of 2,800 bbls, and Defrees and 
Clayton half time, with an output of 
about 400 bbls each. The local trade is 
quite good. Straight flour is sold in Go- 
shen at $3.25@3.50 per bbl. Bran brings 
$14 and middlings $15 per ton. Cables 
are 9d higher today, which, with lower 
ocean freights, makes the miller with lots 
of wheat on hand feel a little more cheer- 
ful, providing he is not too far sold 
ahead.” 

McDaniel & Co., Franklin: “We are 
enjoying a pretty fair demand for flour, 
but prices are extremely low and we do 
not feel inclined to sell more than we are 
absolutely obliged to, in order to get 
room to keep running. We are running 
about full time, and, all things consid- 
ered, we are not seriously disappointed 
with the results of this season so far. The 
democrats held an election here last 
Tuesday, since which time we have been 
trying to find out ‘where we are at.’ We 
trust Mr. Cleveland’s party will improve 
the milling business, by a revision of 
some of our reciprocity treaties, whereby 
the duty will be alike on wheat and flour. 
Receipts of wagon wheat are not as 
heavy as they were a couple of weeks 
ago, and prices are a shade lower.” 

M. B. McFeely, Marion: “We notea 
fair trade among the mills this week, 
with straight flour selling nominally at 
$3.40 per bbl, but jobbers are buying at 
much lower prices. No. 2 wheat is about 
62c. Receipts of wheat have decreased 
and for two weeks but little has come in. 
We have had both rain and snow, which 
ought to help the growing wheat.” 

. L. Knauss, Evansville: “They tell 
me that the democrats held an election 
this week, which, no doubt, has caused 
the falling off in the milling output here, 
it being only 8,500 bbls. Business was 
almost at a standstill, orders coming in 
very sparingly and there were no re- 
ceipts of wheat to speak of. Think, now 
that the election is out of the way, busi- 
ness will show some improvement; at 
least, that is what both protectionists 
and free traders told me during the cam- 
paign, and I think every miller will 
agree with me that thatis what we want.” 

W. Tresselt, Ft. Wayoe: “Flour 
markets for home demand were quite 
brisk, while buyers in the east seem to 
expect still lower prices. We are paying 
68c for wheat and sell patents at $4.15 
@4.25, straights at $3.30@3.50 and clears 
at $3.20@3.30. Feed is dull at $12 for 
bran, $11 for shorts and $13@15 for mid- 
dlings. The City and Empire mills are 
running full capacity, full time, and the 
other mills about 11 to 15 hours per day. 
The output for the week was about 3,200 
bbls. Wagon receipts of wheat are very 
light now, we think partly owing to bad 
roads and partly tothe very low price of 
wheat. All the mills have a good stock 
of wheat and can keep running about 
two weeks on what they have in store. 
Last night we had about three inches 
of snow, but today’s sun was too much 
for it.” 

W. J. Hargrave, Boonville: “We are 
running full time, getting very little 














































wheat and very few orders. Local trade 
is good when it is not raining. Had a 
10 inch snow yesterday. Now that the 
election is over, hope things will bright- 
en up. Made 750 bbls this week. ‘The 
local price of wheat is 58@62c for No. 2. 
Flour in sacks brings $3.60@3.80.” 
Wolf & Holt, Carthage: “Are running 
daytime all the while, and, at present 
price of wheat, do well. A great deal of 
wheat has moved, the past month, at 60c, 
but the movement has stopped complete- 
ly in the last week. Corn is of excellent 
quality and a good average crop. Very 
little is being marketed yet, but it is 
mostly gathered. Feed is in good de 
mand at $12. Buckwheat is ecarce and 
we are shipping from Chicago to supply 
our demand and are getting re-cleaned 
seed, producing as fine buckwheat flour 
as ever was made. The largest crop here 
is democrats and roosters. The storage 
now is all taken up and shipments not 
known or thought of before are being 
made up Salt river. We have faith in 
the best government on the globe and 
will do business at the old stand.”

Its Extensive Milling Plant at New Ulm, 
Minn. 





One of the most progressive and prom- 
inent milling concerns in the northwest 
is the Eagle Roller Mill Co., of New Ulm, 
Minn. New Ulm is among the oldest 
placesin Minnesota, and occupied a con- 
spicuous position in the early Indian 
troubles of the state. It is surrounded 
by a fertile and productive farming coun- 
try, and for many years has been recog- 
nized as a most important point in the 
matter of wheat receipts direct from 
farmers. The deliveries in late years 
have approximated 1,000,000 bus per an- 
num. The wheat has been of an ex- 
ceptionally high quality for milling pur- 
poses, producing a flour which has at- 
tained a wide reputation for strength, 
water-absorption, etc. These favorable 
conditions have resulted to create a con- 
siderable milling interest at New Ulm. 

Of the three mills there, the plant of 
the Eagle Roller Mill Co. is the most ex 
tensive. At the head of this company is 
Chas. Silverson, who enjoys the reputa- 
tion of being keen, shrewd, progressive 
and broad-gauged, and the exceptional 
success that has attended him in the 
short period of six years that he has been 
inthe milling business, more than con- 
firms this estimate. 

Mr. Silverson was raised in Cincinnati, 
O., and from the time he was old enough, 
attended the public schools of that city 
until he was 13 years of age. In 1869, 
at the age of 13, he was apprenticed to 
abaker. Two years later, with the self- 
reliance that is characteristic of the 
man, he started out for himself in the 
bakery business, and succeeded so well 
that in 1880 he was able to associate him- 
self with A.Schmidt, of that city, in the 
wholesale flour business. In the mean- 
time he had married the daughter of 
Mr. Schmidt. 

The firm continued in the handling of 
flour until 1886, and during this period 
established the largest flour jobbing bus- 
iness in Cincinnati. While thus engaged, 
Mr. Silverson became acquainted with 
the proprietors of the Eagle mill at New 
Ulm, buying from them a large part of 
their product. It was in this manner 
that he became cognizant of the inherent 
superiority of New Ulm flour and of the 
advantages that the place possessed as a 
milling point, and on Sept. 13, 1886, he 
bought the Eagle will, its daily capacity 
then being 200 bbls. The capacity was 
increased by the new owner to 350 bbls, 
and its product was as easily disposed of 
as before. 

Oo Jan. 2, 1888, Mr. Schmidt, who 
had been Mr. Silverson’s partner at 
Cincinnati, again joined him by buying 
an interest in the mill, and in the follow- 
ing spring it was enlarged to 500 bbls. 
The products of the mill continued to 
grow in popularity and the demand for 
them to increase, until, in July, 1891, the 
company felt constrained to further en- 
large its plant, bringing the capacity 
nearly up to 1,000 bbls. Hardly had this 
enlargement been made before the need 
for a still greater capacity was felt, and 
at the present time another addition of 
about 500 bbls, consisting of an inde- 
pendent mill, is in process of construc- 
tion, and will be making flour by Dee. 1. 

This is, in a general way, an outline of 
the record of the? Eagle Roller Mill Co., 
and that it is one to be proud of can not 
be denied. Mr. Silverson, who is presi- 
dent of the company, has, as active asso- 
ciates in the conduct of the business, A. 
Schmidt, Jr. and Wm. Silverson, who are 
respectively secretary and treasurer. A. 
Schmidt, Sr., who is still a leadimg flour 
merchant of Cincinnati, is vice president. 
The company is very strong financially. 
as well as in management. Its capital 
stock is $300,000, all paid in. ‘Che entire 
stock is held by the four gentlemen 
named above, and none is for sale. 

It is an ‘axiom of the company to do 
anything it undertakes thoroughly and 
well, and, as a natural sequence, its plant 
is one of the best equipped to be found 
in the state. Everything is arranged to 
do the best of work at a minimum cost, 
and every facility is provided that can 
contribute to that result. The new,500 
bbl mill, now under construction, will be 
so arranged that it can be operated eith- 
er in connection with the mill proper or 
independently. , The present improve- 








ments will cost about $40,000,while those 
of 1891 aggregated $45,000. There isa 
prospect that next year the compsny will 
still further perfect its plant, by putting 
in a triple expansion engine. Iowa coal 
is used as a fuel, and power is furnished 
' . hog of about 34¢c per bbl, exclusive 
of help. 

The leading brands of the company 
are: Patents—“Gold Coin,” “Surprise,” 
and “Electricity.” Bakers’—“Blizzard,” 
“Grit,” and “Excellent,” all of which are 
protected by trademark. The brand 
‘Gold Coin,” under which its patent two 

ears ago took first premium at the 

innesota state fair, was registered with 
the patent office early in 1891. Soon aft- 
erward congress passed a law prohibit- 
ing the use of fac similes of money for 
all pur .and the company was soon 
notified by a United States marshal that 
in sending out envelopes with a repre- 
sentation of a twenty dollar gold piece 
embossed thereon, it was violating the 
law, and that the 
stopped forthwith. @ die was also 
asked for that it might be confiscated. 
The Eagle company objected to this 
kind of treatment, and particularly since 
its design was sanctioned by the 
patent office. But the government au- 
thorities were obdurate, and at first were 
unwilling to have the company even use 
up the few thousand stamped envelopes 
bearing the fac simile that it had on 
hand. A compromise was finally effect- 
ed, however, by the terms of which the 
company was permitted to send out 
what envelopes it had in stock. The fac 
simile used then had to be materially 
altered, and now it bears only a general 
resemblance to a twenty dollar gold 
piece. The company felt that an injus- 
tice was being done it by the require- 
ment, but preferred to submit rather 
than make a big fight over the matter. 

The Eagle company does an extensive 
export business, its brands of bakers’ 
standing very high, on account of excep- 
tional strength. Mr. Silverson says that 
one London firm stands ready to take all 
this flour that the company makes, at 
good prices. It also ships extensively to 
Liverpoo), Glasgow, Belfast, Bristol, Am- 
sterdam, Rotterdam, Aberdeen, Dundee 
and Dublin. In this country its sales 
extend from Nebraska to Maine and as 
far south as Louisiana. 

Mr. Silverson is on cordial terms with 
the farmers about New Ulm, and, as a 
result, gets more than half of the large 
amount of wheat marketed by team in 
that city. The company operates a line 
of elevators on the Chicago & North- 
western road, and through them handles 
about 700,000 bus wheat per year. This 
makes some 1,200,000 bus that it handles 
altogether. It reserves the choicest to 
grind, and ships the rest to Minneapolis 
and other markets. Next year the com- 
pany expects to build several more ele- 
vators in the country, thus materially ex- 
tending this branch of its business. 

The firm employs about 70 hands, at 
its New Ulm plant, paying $700 weekly 
in wages, and makes it a point to recog- 
nize and properly reward faithful serv- 
ices on the part of those in its employ.

The wheat trade here has become pos- 
itively frightened at the continued im- 
mense deliveries by American farmers 
and the consequent reported increase in 
the visible supply and the stock at the 
seaboard. Hard Kansas wheat for ship- 
ment to London is now selling at the ex- 
traordinarily low price of 283 3d, red win- 
ter (soft) at 27s 9d and hard No. 1 north- 
ern at 293 91@30s per 480 lbs, c.i.f. As 
American wheats preponderate, other 
sorts have come down 1n proportion. Rus- 
sians being freely offered at 27s 64@30s 
per 492 lbs, while the poor English farm- 
er, who is doubly cursed with a misera- 
bly poor crop and ruinously low price, 
has to accept 27@30s per 5v4 lbs for his 
new wheat. As is usual, in periods cf 
acute agricultural depression, such as 
that through which we are now passing, 
there is an agitation for protective duty 
on wheat and flour; but there is very lit- 
tle chance of this country returning in 
any degree to a system of protection of 
this kind, though it may, on the face of 
it, appear much more plausible than it 
did 30 to 40 years ago,when prices ranged 
so much higher than they now are. C)

The immense imports of American 
flour considerably aggravates the dull- 
ness in trade. London is literally 
crammed with this flour, and factors can 
hardly sell it at any price. Millers 
bought very largely some weeks ago for 
blending purposes, the price being ex- 
ceedingly low and tempting, viz, 17s 6d 
@20s for bakers’ and 25s@26s 6d for 
patents. Bakers, however, buy very lit- 
tle direct, preferring the home-made, 
even at a rather higher price.

Attempts at mutual fire insurance 
among millers have, so far, continued in- 
effectual. A recently formed company, 
which proposed to take only sprinkler 
risks, sent a special agent around the 
country to obtain the support of millers, 
but he met with no success, most millers 
agreeing that the new tariff No.2 gave 
them a better position than before, and 
they were indisposed to change their 
method. In France a large mutual com- 
pany has had a bad year, a call of 29 per 
cent on the maximum sum guaranteed 
being made, or the alternate offered of 
allowing the mutual company to re-in- 
sure a large part of each risk in a tariff 
office, the commission on which would, of 
course, help to pay the loss.

money. Weare no doubt either on, or 
very near, the bottom, but, with the 
heavy weight of stuff in sight, there is 
little or no motive to speculate beyond 
—_ scalping transactions from day to 
ay. 

ln flour there is no change in features 
already noted. Sales are suid to leave, 
in many cases, a heavy loss, reaching to 
4s per cack, ex-quay. Local millers have 
bought some siaughtered parcels, and, 
with the drop of the last ten days, there 
seems more disposition with consumers 
to lay in s'ovks. Conditions do not seem 
encouraging for a rally in prices forsome 
time to come. It is some consolation, at 
present, however, that the stocks of im- 
ported flour are working off, as fast as 
they really do. It may not be quite ap 
parent, but, when contrasted with the 
pbenomenal! arrivals, it will be seen that 
business has been more ac'ive than at 
first glance seemed likely.

We are on the eve of winter, and signs 
are not wanting that it will be sharp and 
early. Ifso, and frost really sets in, we 
may expect a larger use of home-grown 
wheats, disastrous as our harvest has 
really been. It is simply astonishing how 
our native wheats do go into consump- 
tion after bad seasons, and meet with a 
demand. Just at present, however, it 
matters little, for at these prices farmers 
find it pays them quite as well—perhaps 
better—to grind their produce for fodder 
rather than hawk it up and down their 
local markets for millers’ use. Was there 
ever such a time as this in the grain 
trade before? Some of the oldest mem- 
bers here can not recall such prices and 
such a wealth of produce. Kopak.

While there has not been much im- 
provement in the demand for flour the 
past week, the feeling among holders has 
certainly been more confident. Wheat 
has recovered 2c from recent unprece- 
dentedly low prices, and dealers in flour 
have made up their minds that values of 
that product are not likely to go any low- 
er. Buyers, however, have not regained 
sufficient courage to operate in a large 
way, though there is a better trade do- 
ing in moderate-sized lots, and the out- 
looky is more satisfactory than it has 
been for along time. Some of the win- 
ter wheat mills have slightly raised their 
limits on choice brands because of the 
falling off in deliveries of the grain 
from the farms, but the general market 
shows no quotable advance. Receipts 
this week have been 33,760 bbls and 51,- 
152 sacks, making a total since Nov. 1 of 
68,551 bbls and 88,318 sacks, against 41,- 
635 bbls and 102,515 sacks in the same 
time last year. Exports for the week have 
been 17,142 bbls to London, 10,160 sacks 
to Glasgow, and 7,464 sacks to Antwerp.

The machinery in- 
cludes four Nordyke & Marmon double 
rolls and one feed mill, Pye new grader 
and scalper and Rice 40 hp engine. Hen- 
ry Kiesling is to act as head miller, hav- 
ing acted in like capacity for the Win- 
throp Mill Co.’s old mill, of 160 bbls, 
which burned in March. 

At Clarkfield I visited another new 
Pye 60 bbl mill, which started about a 
month ago and is running quite heavily, 
with a good local trade. It is owned by 
John Larson and J. H. Leadbetter is 
head miller. 

At Morton I met F. L. Watters, who 
is building a new 250 bbl mill, which has 
been mentioned in previous issues of 
The Miller. He has a splendid location, 
and expects to get started about Dec. 15.

Let us look at the general situation a 
moment. Prices of wheat and fiour are 
very low, and almost without a prece- 
dent. Does it follow that these commod- 
ities are cheap? I believe a fair and can- 
did review of the field will prove that 
they are. English stocks are much in 
excess of the averege, and in excess of 
those in 1891, but that excess only corre- 
sponds to about the reduction of their 
1892 crop of wheat, and England is buy- 
ing of us were 4 at our low prices. Stocks 
in France and other continental states 
are much reduced. Last month the 
Liverpool Corn Trade News printed a 
summary, showing that the stocks of 
foreign wheat and flour in Europe and 
afloat Oct. 1 were 20,000,000 below those 
of Oct. 1, 1891. The discrepancy is a 
very palpable one, and afferds food for 
reflection to those who base all their ar- 
guments in favor of lower prices upon 
the supposed fact that current supplies 
are so unprecedented and overwhelming. 
T have faith in the accuracy of these fig- 
ures, but the entire quantity Oct. 1, in 
store and afloat, is not more than a three 
months’ estimate of the consumption. 
These countries are now depending 
somewhat upon the sales of home-grown 
wheat and their stocks. As the winter 
approaches, will not farmers’ sales every- 
where greatly decrease? The consump- 
tion of wheat at extremely low prices is 
always augmented. The world’s crop,by 
all the statisticians, is reckoned as below 
average consumption. Some writers are 
counting on Australia to equalize the 
very small crop of India. Australia has 
broken the promise to the hope for ten 
years. I know the blind lead the blind 
in wheat and flour, but I can see but one 
bear element in the deal, and that is, 
that American farmers have sold their 
surplus with surprising unanimity and 
extent. A great deal of it is removed 
from the “invisible” into the “visible,” 
but there is not a bushel more wheat by 
that process, and I am looking forward 
to an increased continental demand if 
the winter brings about the usual checks 
to all farmers’ deliveries. The tendency 
of corn prices is upward. Dear corn 
adds to the value of provisions. Will 
corn, oats and provisions advance, and 
leave wheat and flour in the dirt? I 
reckon not. 

The National Milling Co. began opera- 
tions a little more than a week ago, and 
has since been steadily at work, but is 
yet scarcely up to its full capacity. Up 
to Friday, inclusive, its outturn has been 
equal to 15,000 bbls. It reports an in- 
creased enquiry for flour, for export, in 
the last few days, stimulated, doubtless, 
by a firmer wheat market, but the or- 
ders are at about old prices and have 
not been acceptable. It will require but 
alimited expenditure of American pluck 
and courage to lift the markets for flour 
and wheat to a higher level, all around 
the world. 

The Northwestern Milling Co. reports 
a steady week’s work, at full capacity, 
here and at the two interior mille. In 
Toledo the company’s output has been 
equal to 3,500 bus, and in the interior 
2,500 bus. Farmers’ deliveries at the in- 
terior mills are decreasing. Sales with 
this company have been light, and only 
for domestic consumption. The profits 
are very close, but perhaps the future 

resents a more hopeful outlook. It can 

ardly be worse. In the other three To- 
ledo mills the production equals 2,200 bbls 
and the aggregate is 20,700 bbls. 

Millfeed is steady in price and meets 
with a demand which about absorbs the 
production. 

Receipts of wheat today at Minneap- 
olis and Duluth are 571,489 bus, and at 
five other western points 344,371 bus; ag- 
gregate, 915,860 bus. On the correspond- 
ing Saturday in 1891 the receipts were 
1,015,147 bus. 
bus was northwestern wheat, leaving 
366,853 as the movement from the five 
other ports, against 344,371 bus today.

We used to spend our idle moments 
singing in our plaintive way the many 
charms centering around feed, common 
bran and middlings, but feed is not our 
ideal at present of what feed ought to be. 
When you spend your hard-earned 
money in postage and telegrams to sell 
your product several weeks ahead, you 
chuckle to yourself at your wisdom and 
foresight, until you are confronted with 
the doleful fact that feed is not feed any 
more, but merely stuff taken from wheat 
to make your days and nights miserable, 
when they should be full with joy and 
gladness. It is like unto the joy in the 
cinch that you think you have, when 
you put up suppers and divers things 
with secretaries of millers’ associations 
and insurance men from Michigan, and 
then awake and try to be merry over the 
fact that you must support said Michi- 
gan men during the coming cold, weary 
winter. 

The flour buyer must remember sever- 
al things when he argues that because 
wheat declines flour must follow a rapid 
suit. The first thing is,that feed is a fact- 
or in the determining or making of flour 
prices, and just now the strongest ob- 
stacle in the way of advancing prices of 
flour is the low price of feed. So, if the 
flour buyer wants to see lower prices for 
flonr, he must advance the price of feed. 
It is simply out of the question for mill- 
ers to reduce prices much at present.ow- 
ing to the gradual, steady, cheerless 
manner in which feed declines. It is 
well for buyers to know this, so we im- 
part the information gratuitously. 

Akron mills run without thinking of 
shutting down, unless it may be from 
scarcity of cars. A great deal of flour 
and cereals of all kinds have been made 
here in the last few months and we will 
discuss profits later. 

T. J. Bloom & Son, New Madison: 
“Mills are running steadily in our sec- 
tion. We are shut down today and Tues- 
day, having our break roll re-corrugated. 
Expect to get under way Wednesday. 
Business is only fair. Have had some 
large offers, but all are too low to accept. 
Millfeed has declined 50c per ton. We 
are crowded with orders for buckwheat 
flour, and are running the plant full time. 
Rye flour is in good demand at $3.50 in 
wood.” 

Shelby Mill Co., Shelby: “Little wheat 
is being offered.” 

Carr & Brown Co., Hamilton: “No 
wheat is coming in. Receipts have en- 
tirely stopped. The flour market is ex- 
ceedingly poor, and, there being no mar- 
gins, the outlook for the futu'e seems 
“= dull for us.” 

arwick & Justus, Massillon: “No 
wheat is moving. Nothing is resting very 
heavily on our minds at present, and the 
election results are the lightest load we 
have to carry. Weare pleased very much 
over the re-election of Hon. M. D: Har-

Hard wheat sells again at a fairly good 
rate, though local dealers call the week a 
dull one, in spiteof the 2c advance on 
Wednesday, caused, ap mtly, by 
heavy exports from New York. New- 
hall maintains his monopoly of old wheat, 
and still has quite a quantity on hand. 
He has advanced the limit 11¢c this week, 
and new wheat, which is gaining in fa- 
vor, as a matter of necessity, has fol- 
lowed. The limitfor old No.1 hard is 
now 1314c over Chicago December, and 
for new, 944c. Though millers are buy- 
ing new wheat freely, they have not used 
much of it yet, and will not till the old 
is gone. The demand for flour, though 
not of the fierce character noted a 
month or more ago, is still quite good, 
and plenty of mills report sales exceed- 
ing their output for a giventime. The 
country mills are busy again. They 
complain of small profits, but they are 
no longer at the mercy of the big mills, 
as they formerly were. Flour is no long- 
er gold dust, and, if a little is lost in the 
process, it is of small account. All lo- 
cal mills are busy, as far as ascertained. 
The mills in this district have had no se- 
rious stoppage from any cause for a long 
time, and none of them have made any 
particular change of base, except the 
small Black Rock mill of Schoellkopf & 
Mathews, which was stopped on account 
of an insufficiency of water power. This 
helped the two other mills on the same 
race, and they are running steadily. The 
local flour trade is very heavy, so that the 
increased sales made by certain outside 
mills are notfelt by the two or three lo- 
cal mills that hold most of this trade. 
Feed remains very strovg, and there is 
prospect of anearly advance. The price 
of flour to grocers, based on the circular 
of Thornton & Chester, remains un- 
changed where it has been for a long 
time, as follows:

Retail prices are 50c per bbl above these quota- 
dons. In lots of 25 bbls a reduction of 2e per bbl 
is allowed. Bran ranges at $13.75@15 and mid- 
dlings bring $14@16.50. 

The amount of grain in store is 3,205,- 
400 bus wheat, 591,395. bus corn, 564,103 
bus oats and 148,952 bus rye, against 
3,064,041 bus wheat, 636,185 bus corn, 
818,240 bus oats and 43,156 bus rye last 
week, and 2,383,333 bus wheat, 138,434 
bus corn, 175,981 bus oats and 84,173 bus 
rye a year ago. Hard wheat increased 
80,493 bus for the week, receipts being 
463,747 bus, leaving 2,155,495 bus in store. 
Lake receipts for the week were 369,141 
bbls flour, 1,962,488 bus wheat, 1,109,232 
bus corn, 160,000 bus oats and 17,575 bus 
rye. Shipments by rail were 851,000 bus 
wheat, 453,000 bus corn, 224,000 bus oats 
and 52,000 bus rye; by canal, 612,383 bus 
wheat, 652,551 bus corn, 117,740 bus oats 
and 16,000 bus rye. The canal carries 
large amounts of flax seed, which does 
not handle well by rail. 

So much grain now comes billed 
through by rail that it is hard to discov- 
er the eastern rate. Shippers usually 
claim not to know. Lighter receipts of 
grain have cut down the canal rate to 
4c, both wheat and corn shipping at that 
figure. The boats accapt the rate on 
wheat, with an expectation of getting 
storage on it in New York, which would 
not be likely with corn. 

This has been a great week for flour, 
but not as great as it would have been 
had rail and storage facilities been bet- 
ter. The flour agencies report some im- 
provement in the car supply here, but 
say that the situation beyond the lakes 
is no better. The failure of western roads 
to supply cars has doubtless had much 
to do with the activity of mill building 
at Duluth and Superior, for when mills 
are once established there, one end of the 
difficulty is past. 

Western mill men have been here 
prospecting lately, but the sites that 
front on deep water are few and nothing 
has been done. The Clover mill peopie 
were among the visitors, but appear not 
to have obtained any options. 





The haste to bring down flour for win- 
ter supply is of small avail, because of 
the great demand for warehouse room. 
The Duluth Imperial Mill Co. has about 
80,000 bbls on the way and other con- 
cerns in proportion. L. C. Porter 
Mill Co., Winona, Minn., has quite a 
large lot here, but the roads have very 
little room for it and are obliged to hold 
it largely on track. The fact that east- 
ern orders are a little slack makes mat- 
ters rather worse than they otherwise 
would be. The roads are covering some 
eastern points very imperfectly and the 
mills and agencies are in receipt of many 
complaints of loss of trade because the 
orders are not filled. 

The damaged flour on the steamer 
Tuscarora, which sunk below Detroit, is 
still at Detroit on board the vessel. Buf- 
falo jobbers have gone up to look at it, 
preparatory to bidding on it when it is 
offered. @ flour saved dry is bound 
down on the steamer Hopkins. A heavy 
loss has been sustained by the accident. 
The flour was very largely Northwestern 
Consolidated,though Pillsbury had quite 
an amount. Nearly 2,000 tons went under 
water. 

The new machinery put in at the Le- 
high warehouse by the Northwestern 
Consolidated Co. will be in shape next 
week. It includes a 30 hp engine, a bolt, 
two packers, and elevators, etc, to com- 
plete the outtit. Millwright Bachmann, 
of the Consolidated B mill, is here to su- 
perintend the work. 

W.N. Reardon, assistant to Manager 
Church, of the Duluth Imperial Co., was 
here this week. His family has lived in 
New York till now, but will go with him 
when he returns to Duluth. 

The change in the demand for flour 
from that of last season is shown by the 
eagerness to keep the mills running. The 
mill of Harvey & Henry broke a pulley a 
few days ago and they were very uneasy 
until it was replaced by a new one. 

There has not been such a demand for 
mill machinery for several years. The 
Noye Mfg. Co. reports no falling off yet, 
in spite of the lateness of the season. The 
work of fitting up the Russell-Miller Co.’s 
new Grand Republic mill at West Supe- 
rior is in full blast, the building having 
been completed. This company has just 
shipped the first machinery to the new 
600 bbl mill of the Dousman company, 
at Depere, Wis., and is also building a 
new 400 bbl mill for Willey & Co., at Ap- 
pleton, Wis. and a 300 bbl mill for Ger- 
berich, Hale & Co., at Bellefonte, Pa., 
besides eight or ten smaller mills at vari- 
ous points. It has lately furnished an 
entire set of Stevens rolls for the Mill- 
bourne Mill Co.’s 1,000 bbl mill at Phila- 
delphia. 

The experiment is being made at Ni- 
agara Falls of using compressed air in 
engines in place of steam. President 
Arthur Schoellkopf,of the company own- 
ing the hydraulic canal that runs the 
flour mills there, announces that, after 
thorough experiment, he is convinced 
that compressed air is superior to steam. 
There is great economy, from the fact 
that the machinery does not become 
heated. The enlargement of the hy- 
draulic canal now in progress has 
brovght out many applications for pow- 
er, but the company will sell none till 
the enlargement is complete. 

As far as can be learned, the tunnel 
company is making no discoveries in re- 
gard to the cheap transmission of electric 


currents, but is steadily at work on the |. 
wheel pit and canal leading to the tunnel |’ 


from the river. In the powder house of 
A. C. Douglas, contractor on the canal, 
eight boxes of dynamite exploded today, 
destroying the building pm doing much 
damage to surrounding structures. John 
Hogan, a machinist, was found dead 400 
feet away, and other men were injured.

W. F. Cirkle & Co., whose heading fac- 
tory was burned some weeks ago, have 
rebuilt and are nearly ready to resume 
work, 

The Hennepin shop has been bothered 
considerably the past week to get shaved 
hoops as fast as it needed them, the slow 
transport of stock after reaching the city 
increasing the delay. 

The North Star Bbl. Co. has arranged 
with Seery & Co., of St. Croix Falls, Wis., 
for a car of heading every four days. 
This factory has lately been undergoing 
repairs and has just started up. 

During October a total of 198 cars of 
barrel stock was received at Minneapo- 
lis. Of thie, the Soo road brought in 82 
care, Omaha 33, Milwaukee 18, Minneap- 
olis & St. Louis 4, Wisconsin Central 39, 
St. Paul & Duluth 19, Great Western 1 
and Burlington 2. 

At the annual meeting of the Co-oper- 
ative Bbl. Co., Nov. 9, John Heiler and 
W. H. Sheridan were re-elected as presi- 
dent and secretary and treasurer re- 
spectively. Both have served for several 
years in their present capacities. Geo. 
Matt, A. J. McDanielsand Herman Popp 
were chosen as the elective members of 
the board of directors. 
ceeds H. Kobler. 

Herman Perske, who operates the shop 
at Anoka, Minn., writes under date of 
Nov. 14: “Business has been good all 
along. The non-arrival on time of poles 
and heading caused us to shut down for 
a whole week. We resumed work today, 
though the slow delivery of heading is 
apt to cause more or less loss of time 
yet. Don’t see why some of the head- 
ing factories do not get a hustle on 
themselves. At present prices they can 
well afford to make an extra effort to 
meet the demand. We could put on 
more coopers, but do not dare to, on ac- 
count of not being sure of getting head- 
ing as fast as needed.” 

The mills last week took a few more 
barrels than in the week before, their or- 
ders for flour running a trifle more in the 
direction of wooden packages. The in- 
fluence of election caused the manufact- 
ure to fall-off materially, it being about 
5,000 barrels less than the sales. Half 
barrels are again in better demand, and 
the make is being increased somewhat.

The temporary shortage in flour barrel 
stock appears to be gradually working 
off, and barrel factories are not obliged 
to exert themselves to such an extent as 
was necessary a few weeks back to avoid 
shutting down for lack of stock. While 
heading is still comparatively scarce, 
there seems to be enough to go around 
now, and less extravagant prices are be- 
ing asked. A party from St. Cloud, Minn., 
lately in Minneapolis, is reported to have 
offered to contract to furnish a car per 
week from now until May 1, at less than 
41éc per set. Some sales are also report- 
ed at about 44¢c. On the other hand, 
one of the heaviest cooperages here re- 
ports that it is able to resell all the 
heading it can spare, at 5c per set. 
Several factories that have been shut 
down for repairs or from other causes, 
are starting, and, this, with a diminution 
in the demand for barrels, is expected 
to overcome the shortage before exist- 
ing. Coopers, however, expect heading 
to remain pretty strong all through the 
winter, and do not anticipate that it will 
sell at as low a figure as it did last sum- 
mer. In some quarters it is charged that 
a big Minneapolis cooperage firm caused 
the high prices lately prevailing, > go- 
ing into Wisconsin and buying up all the 
heading in sight at an advance of 44@%c 
per set. It is argued that had this not 
been done, there would have been enough 
to go around and prices would not 
have taken the jump they did. One 
or two of the local shops are still

Sub-division of Power. 

















The sub-division of power in large 
manufacturing egtablishments (by 
which is meant the gubstitution of sev- 
eral small engines in place of one large 
engine, and distr on of power in 
the form of steam rather than by shafts 
and belts,) has been a matter of active 
discussion of late. — looked up- 
on as an experiment which might show 
against the fuel account, it was some 
time in gaining the confidence of manu- 
facturers, as well as of engineers. The 
most persistent advocates of sub-divided 

er, as engineers, have probably been 
essrs. Westinghouse, Church, Kerr & 
Co., and many important plants have 











When the great Spreckels sugar refin- 
ery was built, some four years ago, and 
it was announced that Chief Engineer 
Watson and his associates had finally set- 
tled upon the radical departure of sub- 
divided power throughout, many con- 
servative engineers doubted the wisdom 
of an experiment upon so’ large a scale, 
and involving a position from which there 
was no line of retreat nearer than a com- 
eS reconstruction of the plant. It may 

imagined that the decision was not 
arrived at except after the most deliber- 


% | ate investigation, but, having been made, 


the problem was attacked boldly. Not 
only was the sub-division of power so 
completely carried out as to involve over 
60 engines distributed on every floor of 
the enormous building, and practically 
doing away with shafting and belts alto- 
gether, but high-speed engines were se- 
lected, and most of them sef without 
foundations. Non-compound engines were 
employed, from the fact that the various 
processes utilized all the exhaust steam 
which could be made. 

This refinery has since passed into the 
ownership of the American Sugar Re- 
fining Co., and further enlargements are 
now in progress. The experience of three 
years of operation, literally night and 
day, was brought to bear upon the ques- 
tion of future extension of power, and 
the decision may be taken as significant 
of the general result obtained. An order 
has just been placed with M. R. Muckle, 
Jr., & Co., of Philadelphia, for tive more 
Westinghouse “Standard” engines, four 
of 100 hp and one of 75 hp, making 68 
engines now operating in this refinery. 

An interesting feature developed in 

this establishment has been in the mat- 
ter of repairs and stoppages. The mas- 
ter mechanic keeps on hand a set of du- 
plicate parts for each size of engine, and 
covering such parts of the engine as are 
most subjected to accident or wear. 
When a part is worn out, or an accident 
occurs, he gives the spare part to the en- 
gineer in charge of that particular de- 
partment and it is at once put in place; 
the old part being returned to the shop 
and overhauled at leisure. In this man- 
ner there is no measurable delay in the 
refining processes, which is the para- 
mount consideration, and the main- 
tenance account is reduced to practical: 
ly nothing. 
A similar sub-divided plant, involving 
42 engines, was installed at the print 
works of the Dunnell Mfg. Co., Paw- 
tucket, R. I., and its chief engineer re- 
ports that the total repair bill for the 
first year of continuous operation was 
less than $3.
